The murderer, Rusaell
Godwin, the ion of John It. Uodwln,
prominent cotton merchant and bank presl
dent Tho victim, Dalton, wan handsome
young ahon ulork out of einployinont, wbo
tii suspected et having llason with Mr. J.
It. Polk, the married sinter of the murderer,
and wbo wat alleged In extanuatlou of the
killing, boaited or his criminal Intimacy with
fett.

Young OoJvtln found Hilton one aftarnocn

In the l'eabody hotel, allilng wlllt filonds.
engaged In conversation, and, without word
of warning, shot him through the body with

pistol. Dalton loll and Clodwln tired three
rnoreshot Into his prnstrato boJy. Tho de-
fense was transitory Insanity, superinduced
by brooding over defamatory stories circu-
lated by Dalton about Godwin's sister. In
proof of this cbargo the defense proved that
about six months ago an anonymous letter
waa received by the husband or Uodwln's
sister charging the latter with gross mlcon-duo- t

at watering place. letter from Dilton
to Godwin's father, roiiuesllug an Interview,
tiled the authorship the anonymous letter
upon Pulton. ThooldorGodwlugrauted the
Interview and was Informed by Dalton that
he was In possession or compromising loiters
from the formoi's daughter, which he was
prepared to sell for fluu. Go Iwlu consulted
wllhfrleniK and uioulhclr advice purchaied
the letters, llrst taxing ciro to mark the bills

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The court charged the J nry clearly as to the
law, but It availed nothing. After twenty-fou-r

hours' consultation a crdlct of not
guilty waa rendered. The true Inwardness
of the verdict lies In the fact that some et the
Jury are supposed to have been favorable to
Uodwln before they were sworn. There are
no male Dillons left to avenge the murder,
and the case will probably rest whore It Is.
The killing, far from vindicating the Mister,
baa only tended to circulate among millions
what had been heretofore confined to the
few.

Voluminous points on both
sides were presented to the court, those or
the college bolng three tlmo as numerous a
those or Mr. Hill. Tho latter asked the court
to advise the Jury that the alleged trUl by
the faculty of John M. 11111 was Illegal and
oppressive, and that n uxngu of twenty J eats,
even if proved, could not legallzs It.

Tho college lawyers asked instructions to
the Jury that if the faculty acted In good faith
their decision could not be reviewed ; that
Hill's deuiaudiug and receiving stoui the
college treasurer a proortlonsU urt of bis
term bill afler ho bad been dismissed should
go to prove that he bad no right to restoration ;

that ho was also deprived el that right because
he bad not demanded to be reinstated belore
bringing hla action. The court dl roc tod the
Jury that the trial as described by Dr.
McCauIeyand the profeiwors wa Irregular
and notcrnsoiiaut vtlth the law of 1'ennayl-vAi- s,

and a conviction under It was void;
that a usaxe, however hoary, not known to
and accepted by Mr. Hill when he entered
the college, oould not legalize It, and that Mr.
Hill had Kiifll:luutly demanded reinstatement
to entitle him to a verdict- - It closed by
directing the Jury, a there wore no disputed
facts, to dud a verdict for the relater, subject
to a point of law reserved whether his asking
for and receiving the part et hlstorm fue was
h voluntary buvuraime et his coiiiactlon with
the college.
